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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Harder clearly states that in column 7, lines 1 5 
that "the non-fogging self -adhesive tapes described here, as well, exhibit only minimal to predominantly no residues of composition in 
accordance with the known methods as is evident from the above table. Because no fogging occurs with the adhesive tapes of the 
invention, these self-adhesive tapes can be removed again even from difficult substrates with substantially no residue". Harder clearly 
equates the lack of residue after removal of the tapes to the lack of fogging which is due to the lack of volattile components, since Harder 
states at col. 5, lines 36-39, that ""a fogging number of 100 is of course regarded as optimum, since no detectable evaporation products 
are present, and such an article can be regarded as non-fogging". Further, example 1 shows fogging numbers of 100. Therefore, in view 
of this, and in view of the fact that the composition appears to be identical to the claimed composition, the rejection is maintained . 
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
